Collections being made ia Idaho afford 
unusual opportunity for studying 
the 
geological and mineral production. 
The 
exhibit for Custer County contains a 
beautiful specimen of onyx. 
Indications 
are that an agate field exists in 
the 
county. 
Sapphires have also been found 
there, one lot of which sold for $1100. 
But recent efforts have failed to produce 
one for the exposition. 


A sample of rock has been received 
from Lewiston, the exact character of 
which has not 
been determined, 
but 
which appears to be a variety of jaspar. 
This specimen cuts glass more readily 
tiian the diamond, and is so hard that 
ten minutes' grinding on an emery wheel 
has scarcely any effect on it. It is varie- 
gated in color, with pink and fjreen 
tints. 
It is quite small, and efforts aro 
being made to secure a larger one. 
Tho 
value of the rock is not known. 


The variety of opals will be very large. 
There two mines in Latah and one about 
forty miles from Boise City. They are the 
genuine fire opals, and are said to be oi 
a very superior quality. 


Petrifications are very numerous in 
the State. 
The chief specimaa in this 
department is a sample irom the petrified 
forest in Custer County, near 
Challis. 
This distinctly shows the bark aud wood 
of a conifer, a species of pine. 
The 
stump from which it was taken is four- 
teen feet above the ground, twelve feet 
in diameter at the top, and iifteen at tho 
base. 
The bark is six inches thick.

SUEEU SAVED BY BELLS. 


A South 
Dakota 
correspondent 
of 
Parm, Stock and Home having ''lost 
lambs enough by wolves to pay for half 
ti dozen bells lor every sheep in the 
flock," 
limtlly ended the costly and cruel 
•slaughter by the simple expedient which 
has been frequently recommended by 
Eastern shepherds ia the chronic 
war- 
fare against bloodthirsty dogs of all de- 
grees 


''It is no use to put a single bell, or a 
small number, on a large flock, as fre- 
•qucntly a few sheep will get separated 
Irom the mam flock, out of hearing oi 
the bells. 
Last year I had a few lambs 
killed in August. 
JN^o bells were on the 
sheep. 
A small bell was put on each 
lamb and it ended the loss for that year. 
This year the bells were put on the old 
sheep, about one to 
fifteen. 
The flock 
was watched, on account of lambs, until 
some time in June. 
In July more lambs 
•were killed. 
I then bougat sixty more 
bells, small cow bell pattern (cost, with 
straps, $14.50 per hundred), and 
put 
them on the lambs, and have lost 
none 
since. 
The wolves arc here, -have fre- 
quently been seen, have killed sheep for 
neighbors, but have not touched 
mine. 
One of the flock wis turned out in 
the 
morning when^thcre was a wolf scon in 
the pasture, and it would not let the bells 
come •\\ithiu sunshot of it." 


WHEN TO POV/ BEETS. 


Any kind of beets may be sown in May 
or early in June. 
The soil needs to be 
made fine and mellow, and the seed is 
sown in rows twenty-four inches 
apart 
for the sugar beets, and thirty inches for 
field beets. 
The seed is sown in these 
rows ten inches apart, but as it is 
more 
labor to drop the seed exactly this dis- 
tance than the cost of more seed, the 
quantity of seed 
is 
increased 
to 
six 
pounds to an acre, which distributes it 
quite closely. 
The excess of plants is 
then taken out by the hoe, or,by ruuniug 
a small hand cultivator across the rows 
aud leaving straps of three or four inches, 
with clear intervals of 
eiiiht 
or 
ten 
inches 
between 
them. 
Tiiese 
email 
5(]uare3 thus left contain the plants and 
these are kept free Irom weeds with the 
lioe. 
The rest of the land is worked 
with a common cultivator, aud the small 
one in the cross rows, thus greatly re- 
ducing the imnd hoeing, which other- 
wise makes much labor in the 
weeding 
of the crop. 


The seed may be sov/n by hand when 
only a small plot is cultivated, or by a 
band seed drill which drops and covers 
¿he seed at the same time, when a lar^jcr 
plantation is made. 
For the 'jest yield 
the crop needs liberal feeding, 
either 
with manure plowed i n ' n the fall, wnich 
is the best time, or with ferlilizers in the 
spring, just before the planting.—New 
York Time^i. 


KAKMING AT T£IE STATIONS. 


The Pennsylvania station has been ex- 
perimenting with silage corn, and some 
scientific results as to planting and feed- 
ing value of the different varieties of 
corn are given that the Boston Cultiva, 
vor thinks 
must be of general value. 
Thick seeding has baca found to give the 
best yield according to the nutritive value. 
Forty pints of seed corn planted to the 
acre gave a much larger percentaí3[e of 
drying matter for the silo than thirteen 
pints, aud the dry matter of the thick 
seeded corn was 5J- per cent, more di. 
gestible 
than from 
the thin 
seeded. 
Thick seeding in every way gave better 
results than the thin seeded. 
The early 
dent corn was found to be inferior to 
the larjce late dent, which is not so com- 
monly sold for field crops as the former. 
The 
large 
dent 
produced 
forty-three 
per cent, more dry matter than the early 
deut, and it was 3J- per cent more di- 
gestible. 
There can be but one conclu» 
sion from such experiments. Thick seed- 
ing and the use of large stalked 
varie. 
ties of corn should be used for silacce. 


The Jensen system of treating grain 
seeds in hot water applications before 
using has been thoroughly explained in 
this country, and many farmers adopi 
the method of preventing loss through 
smuts. 
Recent reports at Copenhagen, 
Denmark, where J . L Pensen has been 
experimenting, give as the resulting in. 
creiise of the crops through the 
hot- 
water system of treating seed is between 
three and eleven per cent. This increase 
is explained by the fact that greater vi- 
tality is given to the seed by the hot- 
water soaking, and by the preventing of 
smuts. 
In the treatment of oats alone 
miliions of dollars have been saved to 
the fanners of the v/orid, and this wa« 
all due to annual outlay of several thou* 
sand dollars by the public spirited in- 
vestigator and discoverer of tne system. 
The treatment of grains by 
this method 
differs somewhat 
in various countries 
according to the mosture of the climate, 
but the general principles are the same 
wherever wheat, oats and other 
grains 
are cultivated.

Of late years the whole practice of 
dairying lias changed, 
lb used to be 
that cows were pastured through 
the 
summer, and 
the 
butter 
was packed 
away for sale late in the fall or in the 
winter. 
Then tlje buyers went around 
and bought up the stock made in the 
summer. 
The cows were dry by the 
first snowfall aud were merely kept alive 
through the winter and turned out oji 
the fresh grass in the spring. 
There are 
many farmers who got so deep in this 
old rut that they could not see out oC it 
and notice that they were left behind, 
and were going on alone, and quite out 
of sight ol their wide awake neighbor^. 
A.nd they are still plodding along in the 
same seclusion, 
liut others on the look- 
out for 
improvements 
changed 
their 
method and management, and are mak- 
ing their cows woik and make profit 
every day in the year that is possible, 
and for the time they must rest this is* 
chosen when it eoets the least for feed- 
ing. 
Thus winter dairying is the basis 
of the new practice, and by ,higU ftied- 
ing at this season and most improvec] 
methods, butter is made for sale fresh 
from the dairy, or is packed for sale in 
the summer, wJien the cows can rest at 
the least cost. 
Butter may be made bet- 
ter and more cheaply in tne winter than 
in the summer by the use of the modern 
apparatus, and it is fav easier to 
keep 
the milk warm by fire at this scason'than 
it is to keep it cold in the summer by 
{he use of ice.

• ft is almost in the centre of Hawaii, the 
largest islanci in tbe Hawaiian archipela- 
go, 
The greatest elevations of the big 
island are all active volcanoes, and their 
enormous craters arc now and then full 
»f boihufi lava. 


T h e other islands are also pitted with 
craters, but plutonic phenomena are very 
feebly displayed in them, and are chiefly 
revealed only by the appearance at the 
surface of hot sprinjis. 
The 
volcanoes 
of these lesser islands have lost their prim- 
itive 
force, 
and most of 
their 
craters 
and lava streams have become indistinct 
and are covered with dense vegetation. 
Jt is evident that volcanic fires in the 
western part of the archipelago became 
i x n n c t nuny centuries ago. 


Mauna Loa means *'the great 
moun- 
rain." 
It rises by long and verv gentle 
xlopes to a height of about Id,000 
feet. 
The fact that its slopes arc so long and 
gentle shows that its lava streams have 
siiways been what they are 
to-day, so 
ci mpletely liquefied that they flow easily 
for a great distance and spread over the 
coimtry many miies away from their out- 
let, 
If they were of 
a more solid cnar- 
acter they would net travel so far from 
their vent, and thcmountuin would have 
far steeper slopes. 


T h e 
mountain rises 3000 feet above 
the zone of vegetation. 
Its summit is 
crowned by a group of craters, specially 
designated by the natives 
under 
the 
name of Mokuavooveo. 
It is an immense 
sjmmetrical abyss, wilh its longer axis 
?n a north and south direction. 
At the 
centre of 
this 
immense cavity is the 
primitive crater, which has a diameter 
of about a mile and a half and a depth 
of over lOOU teet. 
It is still the most 
zctive of Mauna Loa's craters, and lofty 
buttes of senna, some of them volcanic 
vents and others extinct, are lifted high 
above the bottom of this 
J earful abyss. 
T o the north and south of this greater 
crater are terraces on which are many 
volcanic vents, and others are scattered 
along the sides of the great depression.

The saw is an instrument of high an- 
tiquity, its invention being attributed to 
either Dajdalus or to his nephew Perdix, 
also called Talos, who, having found the 
jaw of a serpent and divided a piece of 
wood with it, was led to imitate the 
teeth in iron. 
In a bass-relief 
pub. 
lished by Winckelmaa, Doadalus is rep- 
resented holding a saw approaching very 
closely in form to the Egyptian saw. St, 
Jerome seems clearly to allude to the 
circular saw, which was probably used, 
as at present, in cutting veneers. 
There 
are also imitations of the use of the cen- 
tre bit, and even in the time of Cicero it 
was employed by thieves. 
Pliny men- 
tions the use of the saw in Ancient Bel- 
gium for cutting white building stone; 
some of tho oolitic and cretaceous rocks 
are still treated in the same manner, both 
in that part of the Continent and in the 
south of England. 
In this case Pliny 
must he understood to speak of a proper 
or toothed saw. 
The saw without teeth 
was then used just as it is now by the 
workers in marble, and the place oi 
teeth 
was suppheJ, according to the 
hardness of the stone, either by emerj 
or by various kinds of sand of inferior 
hardness. 
In this manner the ancient 
artificers were able to cut slabs of the 
hardest rock, which consequently were 
adapted to receive the highest polish| 
such as granite, porphyry, 
lapis-lazuli 
and 
ftmetLyst.—Spientiflc 
American«

Smokiiif;: a rrelilstorlo Habit. 


The habit of smoking dried herbs in 
pipes is ovident/y of enormous antiq- 
uity, for both in t'le British Islands ana 
in many par,.s of Europe and Asia, to 
Bay nothing of America, the sni^posed 
native land of smoking, pipes of soap- 
Btono and rod clay, whicli could not 
havo been used for any other purpose 
than the burning ot some form of fra- 
grant weoU, have been disvovered in 
graves and tumuli which date far be- 
yond tho dawn of history. 
With regard 
th these 
islands, 
Pearson's 
"Weekly 
thinks there is not the slightest doubt 
that smoking was practiced long before 
tobacco was introdueed by Hawkins and 
Kaleigh, 
In the Historic of riantes, 
published in 157«, occurs the passage: 
"The perfume of the dried leaves (of 
coltsfootc' layed 
upon quiclce 
coles 
taken into thu mouth of a funnell or 
tunnell helpeth such as are troubled 
with shortness of winde 
and 
fetch 
theyre breath thickc and often." 
Thia 
points only to the medicinal use of the 
practice; hni if there were any doubt aa 
to the antiquity of smoking for pleasure 
among our ancestors, it would be dis- 
posed of by the following statement oi 
Dr. Petrie, one of th© most learned of 
Irisn antiquarians. 
Ho says: "Smok- 
ing? pipes of bronze are frequently found 
in our Irish tumuli or sepulchral mounds 
of the most remote antiquity. 
On tho 
monument of Donough O'Brien, King 
of Thomond, who was killed in I'Zbf 
and interred in the Abbey of Corcum- 
rae, in the County of Clare, he is repre- 
sented in tho usual reeumbant posture 
with the short pipe or dhudeen in his 
mouth."
